GT 21 and Safety Decree 2, AB 1991 GT 22. 

A DTI ofh cer kas tke autkorization to in¬ 
spect tke work conditions at all businesses and 
all construction projects, to insure tke employees 
are w^orkitig in a sate manner and enviroimient. 
Tk ey also examine and consider tke kealtk of tke 
employees. The officers must be discreet; and will 
not disseminate or disclose information about 
tkeir work. All DTI officers wear an identifica¬ 
tion badge, witk wkick tkey must identify" tkem- 
selves, and are also required to explain tke reason 
for tke inspection 

Following a ckeck list, tke following points are 
noted: Name, address and amount 01 employees 
— male and female and juvenile — working kours, 
kind of work, condition of tke constmetion,

Tke ofifi cers also inspect 
sanitary" facilities (toilets): quan¬ 
tity, pkysical condition and ky^- 
gienic condition, Iftkere are sep¬ 
arate toilets for male and female 
employees, tkis must be indicated 
witk a sign and tke facilities must 
kave a window or exkaust fan 

In tke construction sector, tke 
employees will also undergo an 
inspection to ckeck tke condition 
of tke tools, electrical equipment, 
and if tkey weai' safety shoes. 

Scaffolds, k oist baskets, cranes 
etc, karliess, ladder safety kat [tor 
multiple storey buildings) safe¬ 
ty glasses (when working with 
concrete nails and grinding ma¬ 
chines), ear plugs (when tfiere is 
extreme noise) are also taken not 
of as well as enough water and no 
alcoholic beverages on premises. 

In case there is a breach ot safety or tke well 
being of employees is at risk, tke Safety Inspec¬ 
tion Researck department will recommend tke 
improvement of suck. In case ot ah imminent 
danger and/or violation of certain section oftlie 
ordinance or decrees 1 and 2, tke department can 
ordered this situation to be corrected immediately 
and stop tke work at once. 

Keep in mind, though that DTI doesn’t close 
the business, it just forbids tke employees to con¬ 
tinue working. In a case w'here DTI detects a 
business wi tk multiple offenses, wkick does not 
comply witk tke requirements prescribed by tke 
law, tke offi cers are allowed to stop tke job until 
said business complies.

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The Aruba Philatelic Service issues Birds of Paradise stamps 


The bird.3-0t-paradise are members of the tami- 
ly Paradisaeidae ot the order Passeriformes. The 
majoritv ot species are found in New Guinea and 
its satellites, with a few in the Maluku Islands and 
eastern Australia. The family has 41 species iii 14 
genera. The In embers ot this family are perhaps best 
known tor the plumage of the males of the sexually 
dimoip'hic species (the majority), in particular the 
highly elongated and elaborate feathers extending 
trom the beak, wings, tail or head. For the most part 
thev are confined to dense rainforest habitat. The 
birds-of-paradise have a variety of breeding systems, 
ranging from monogaiiiy to lek-ty’pie polygamy. 
Societies ot New Guinea often use bird-of-paradise 
plumes in their dress and rituals, and the plumes 
were popular in Europe in past centuries as adorn¬ 
ment for ladies' millinery The trade in skins and 
teat hers of the birds-ot-paradise has been going on 
tor 2,000 years. A number of species are threatened 
by hunting and habitat loss.

bird-of-paradise endemic to Papua New Guinea. 
Regarded by some ornithologists as the loveliest 
ot all birds, the Blue Bird-of-paradise was discov¬ 
ered by Carl Huiistein in 1334. The scieiitihc name 
commemorates the ill-fated Crown Prince Rudolf 
ot Austria. Th e male is polygamous and pertorms a 
breathtaking courtship display. But unlike all oth¬ 
er Paradi saea species, he performs solitary with the 
attending female nearby. In display, the male hangs 
upside down from a branch. The black oval wini 
red margin at the center of his chest is rhythmical¬ 
ly enlarged and contract-ed. His violet blue plumes 
spread out in a fan as he sways his body back and 
toith while the central tail feathers form two im¬ 
pressive arches down to either side. Th roughout his 
performance he vocalizes softly m a low but harsh 
vibrati ng voice. 
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Lophor ilia superb / Superb Bird-of-paradise 
The Lophorina superba is a small, approxi¬ 
mately 26 cm Iong_passerine bird ot the Par¬ 
adi saeidae [Birds ot Paradise) family. It is the 
only member in the genus Lophorina. The Su¬ 
perb Bird-ot-paradise is distributed throughout 
raintorests ot New Guinea. The species has an 
unusually low population of females, and com¬ 
petition amongst males for mates is intensely 
herce. Thi s hasled the species to have one of the 
most bizarre and elaborate courtship displays 
in the avian world. After careftilly and metic¬ 
ulously preparing a ‘‘dance floor'^ [even scrub¬ 
bing the dirt or branch smooth with leaves), the 
male first attracts a tern ale with a loud call. After 
the curious female approaches, his tolded black 
feather cape and blue-green breast shield springs 
upward and spreads widely and symmetrical¬ 
ly around its head, instantly transforming the 
frontal view of the bird into a spectacular el¬ 
lipse-shaped creature thst rhythmically snaps its 
tail feathers against the ground while hopping 
in frantic circles arouna the female. Even de¬ 
spite the elaborate display the average female 
rejects 15-20 potential suitors betore consenting 
to mate. 

Seleucidb melanol^euca / Twelve-wired 
Bird-of-paradise 

TheSel eu c i di s m el anoleu c a i s a m edi u m-sized, 
approximately 33 cm long, velvet black 
and yellow bird-of-paradlse. From the 
rear of these pkitnes emerge twelve black¬ 
ish, wire-like filaments, umich bend back 
near their bases to swe^ forward over the 
bird’s hindquarters. The sole represent¬ 
ative of the monotypic genus Seleucidis, 
the Twelve-wired Bird-of-paradise is a 
bird of lowland forests. The male displays 


on an exposed vertical perch wi th its breast- 
shield flared. Its diet consists mainly of fmits 
and arthropods. 

Paradkaea apod a / The Greater Bird-of-par- 
ad ke 

The Paradi saea apod a is a Bird-of-paradise 
in the genus Paradi saea. Carolus Linnaeus 
named tne species Paradi saea apod a, or ‘‘leg¬ 
less bird-of-paradise”, because early trade-skins 
to reach Europe were prepared without feet 
by natives; this led to the misconception that 
these birds were beautiftil visitors from paradise 
that were kept aloft by their plumes and nev¬ 
er touched tne earth until death. The Greater 
Bird-ot-paradise is the largest member in the 
genus Paradi saea, wi th males measuring up to 
43 cm (excluding the long twin tail wires). The

emalejs smaller, at only 35 cm. The Greater 
Bird-ot-p aradise is distributed to lowflalid and 
hill torests of southwest New Guinea and the 
Am Islands, Indonesia. 

Paradkaea minor / Lesser Bird-ot-paradise 

The Pa rad isaea minor is a medium-sized, up 
to 32 cm-long bird-ot-paradise in the genus 
Paradisaea. 

The males are polygamous, and perform 
courtship displays in leks. The female usually 
lays two pinkish i^gs with dark markings in a 
nest in a tree high above the ground. Its diet 
consists mainly ot fmits and insects. The Lesser 
Bird-ot-paradise is distributed throughout for¬ 
ests of northei'U New Guinea, and tne nea rby 
islands ot Misool and Yapen.

Anti-government protests return 
to Venezuela’s streets 

CARACAS (AFP) - Several thousand people took to the 
streets, of Caracas and other Veneiuelan cjties Saturday 

th'e 


rotest education reform plans and restrictions on 
to demonstrate. 




The marches are the latest in a spate of at times violent 
antj-government unrest that empted in February' and has 
claimed at least 41 lives. By the end of t he day some 23 
eople, including eight minors, had been detained by po- 
ice for putting Ltp roadblocks in eastern and southeastern 
Caracas, Interior Minister Miguel Rodrigues Torres told 
state television. Authorities also used tear gas to disperse 
the demonstrators. The Education Ministry recently 
started consultations to reform the country’s basic school 
curriculum m a move opponents sav is aimed at ^indoc¬ 
trinating'^ students with socialist rlietoiric promoted by 
late longtime leader Hugo Chavez and his political heir and successor, current President 
Nicolas Maduro. An estimated 3,000 mostly young marchers turned out in the capital 
Caracas, initially gathering near a university. 

Some demonstrators carried signs that read '‘education is not indoctrination" and '‘hght 
for education that teaches lie to think and not obey." Others slammed recent restrictions on 
protests with banners such as'‘protesting is my right." On Thursday, the Supreme Court 
issu ed a ruling requiring demonstrations be approved ahead ottime by authorities or risk 

being dispersed, in order '‘to 
guarantee the right to free 
movement." Opponents 
say the mlmg goes against 
democratic principles. 

Similar protests took place 
m other cities around the 
country, including Valencia 
and Maracaibo. 

More than 700 people 
have been injured in the 
months ot anti-government 
unrest as -aiigiy' students and 
others denounce rampant 
crime, inflation, widespread 
shortages ot basic goods and 
other economic woes. 

The demonstrations have 
died down recently but 
continued sporadically m 
pockets ot eastern Caracas, 
which tends to be \,ve]l ofl: 
and anti-Maduro. 


VATICAN CITY (AFP) - Pope Francis on Sunday proclaimed john Paul II and John 
XXlll the Catholic Church’s newest saints at a festive ceremony joined by hundreds of 
thousands ot pilgrims for two pontitfs who helped shape 20th-century history. 

"We declare and define -as saints the blessed John XXlll and John Paul 11,” tne Catholic 
leader said in a Latin prayer, as pilgrims and foreign dignitaries massed in St Peter’s Square 
applauded and chanted: ‘‘Amen!” 

In his homily, Francis praised them as ‘hnen ot courage" who w^orked “in renewing and 
Li pd at i n g t he C Ku rc h’ ’. 

'’They were priests, bishops and popes oft he 20th century. They^ lived th rough the tragic 
events otthat century but they were not overw^helmed by them. "For them, God was more 
powerful,” he said. 

Pope emeritus Benedict XVl, who last year became the first potititf to resign since the 
Middle Ages, made a rare public appearance in his white papal cassock. 

Francis embraced hi in warmly at tlie ceremony and co-celeb rated the mass with the 
87-year-old Benedict and hundreds of bishops and cardinals — the first tune that two liv- 
ingpopes have ever said mass together. It was also the first time that two Catholic Church 
leaders were being declared saints on the same day. The Vatican said 300,000 people fol¬ 
lowed the event dubbed "four-pope day”, including 500,000 in and around St Peter’s Square.

Dutch games. Queen Maxima 
hit a ball into the mouth of a

o fthe town^s past as a whale 
processing centre — to thun¬ 
derous appl ause before moving on to receive flowers from well-wishers. 
From there the royal procession, includingthe king^s mother, now Princess 
Beatrix, who abdicated last year after 33 years on the throne, travelled south 
to Amstelveen near Amsterdam. The royal couple were awaited by their 
three daughters, crown-princess Amalia^ 10 and princesses Alexia, & and 
Ariaiie, 6, who made a surprise appearance^ before unveiling a giant paint¬ 
ing in the city centre. 

Willem-Alexandei'j 46. was sworn in on April 30 last year, the first Dutch 
king in more than 120 years. Saturday marked the first-ever '^King's Day” 
celebration, a tradition introduced during the reign of a succession ofDutch 
queens, starting around 1390, The day came just ahea d of the monarch’s 
birthday on Sunday, and saw the countiy' turn orange as the Dutch donned 


hats, shirts, scaiwes, sunglasses and 
even blow-up crowans in the co¬ 
lour ot the Royal House. 

Some 89,000 people travelled 
by train to traditional party spot 
Amsterdam on Saturday morn¬ 
ing, the Dutch rail service said^ to 
join some 800,000 other visitors 
expected m the city 
Dutch media speculated that 
Willem-Alexander may change 
celebrations next ytar or do away 
with the tradition altogether, but 
he told crowds in Amstelveen: 
'"Why would you want to change 
something that^s such a success?” 

Although the monarchy is pop¬ 
ular in the Netherlancfs, some 
question the cost of the royal 
household and republicans are 
seeking a reduction to the king’s tax- tree salar)' of 825,000 euros (about 
$1.1 million). A survey publisbsd on Saturday by the NOS public broad¬ 
caster said 74percent ofthose Dutch questioned said they trusted the king. 
Meanwhile, the government’s information sendee on Saturday unveiled the 
Royal House's first Facebook p^^gc- 

The introduction ot technoloCT is pait of a ‘'quiet revolution happening 
at the palace,” Dutch centre-left new^spaper De Volkskrant said this week. 
‘^Beatrix never sent an email and had a mobile phone for onlv six years. 
Following the king’s inauguration his whole court is now armed^ wi th iPads 
and iPhones,” the ptiper said.

SEOUL (AFP) - A Noi'th Korean nuclear teat within days ^^cantiot be ruled 
analysts said Saturday, alter new satellite imagery showed heightened activity at 
the test site. The report by the Institute tor Science and International Security (ISIS) 
chimes with other hndings and suggests Pyongyang is moving towards an tinder- 
ground detonation. Pictures taken on Friday — the hrst day of US President Barack 
Obama*s visit to neighbouring South Korea — show an increase in movement near 
one entrance to a tunnel. North Korea has conducted three nuclear tests in 2006, 
2009 and 2013^ despite huge international pressure to halt its programme, and its 
activity is being keenly w^atched. H owever, the regime is notoriously unpredictable 
and observers warn that it is possible the preparations are a feint for the beneht of the 
satellites Pyongyang knows are watching. The North has a long record ot making

WASHINGTON, (AFP) - Young adults who smoke mari¬ 
juana may be at risk for serious or even fatal heart problems, 
according to a study by French rese.3rchers. 

Th e findings in the Journal of the American Heard 
Association raises new concerns about the safety of mari-^ 
juana, just as many parts of the world are relaxing laws on 
Its use and medicinal marijuana is gaining popularity foi 
treating certain health conditions. 

The risk of heart complications appeared small in the study, 
which included nearly 2,000 people who sought medical 
attention for complications related to marijuana from 200q 
iro 2010. 

of those, two percent, or 35 people, had heart attacks or 
irculation problems related to arteries in the brain and limbs 
Ot greater concern was the high death rate. One in fou d 
of the patients with cardiovascular complications died, said 
the researchers. 

Th e analysis also found that the percentag;e of reported car-i 
diovascular complications more than tripled from 2006 to 
12010 .
